| covered in these three volumes, and every 


reference is accurate. This is much to 
say, and it is thoroughly deserved. So far 
for the industry of the authors. Of their 
energy there can be no question. There is 
a French proverb which states that it is 
the first step which costs. We have never 
believed it, for in our judgment it is the 
last step which costs. Most of us have 
little trouble in beginning, but most of us 
have the greatest possible trouble in con- 


Sir R. W. Carlyle and Dr. A. J. Carlyle. 
They have adhered to their labour for over 
twenty years. It is a long time to give to 
anything, but we have pleasure in assur- 
ing them that their volumes are in the 
hands of all scholars who care to know 
what men in the distant past really 
thought. Nor are we astonished merely 
by their industry and energy, for we are 
no less astonished by the abiding presence 
of that rare quality of insight. It seems 
to us that the «~thore are able to place 
themselves in the position of the men 
whose writings they are expounding. They 
look out on the medieval world through 
their eyes. and they can re-think their 
thoughts in a manner which fills ús with 
continual surprise. If we might hint at a 
defect, there is just this one. We wish, 
for the sake of brightening up their pages, 
the authors would refer more to the back- 
ound of the men whose books they are 
iscussing. At the same time, we beg to 
assure them that we are looking forward 
to the appearance of a fifth volume and of 
a sixth or a seveeth or an eighth. For it 
is not to the credit of scholarship that for 
the first time we are given a survey of the 
dimensions of that in part before us. 

We frankly admit that we are curious 
about the past, about the ways and works 
of men and, above all, about his thoughts. 
Lord Morley once confessed that he had 
no interest in the past except in so far as 
it bore on the present. We part com- 
pany entirely with Lord Morley, for we 
care about the past even if it has no bear- 
ing on the present. As a matter of fact 
it has. Still, some people need to be con- 
vinced that there is an utilitarian aspect 
to any subject at which they work. There 
is this utilitarian aspect. Increased read- 
ing in the subject of medieval political 
theory has had one main result on the mind 
of the reviewer. It has confirmed him in 
his opinion of the unity of the subject, of 
the n wv“á solidarity of the controversies 
of our own day with those forgotten con- 
flicts which constitute the matter oí the 
excellent fourth volume before us. Who 
wants to hear abou the Investiture Con- 
troversy ? Did it not deal with the quarrels 
of the Holy Roman Emperor, Henry IV., 
with the Pope? Did it not deal with the 
fight between our own Henry II. and 

omas 4 Becket? Are not all these con- 
troversies as related to us as the discus- 
sions which may have agitated the mind of 
Methusaleh? Nothing of the kind. As if 
the modern controversy of the relations of 
Church and State, which gave such trouble 
to Bismarck and Cavour, and which have 
by no means been solved in our own day, 
was not the Investitute contest in another 
form. Nó one has taught so clearly as the 
authors that there is only one break in 
the continuity of political philosophy, and 
that occurs about the time of Cicero. With 
this one exception, political philosophy 
knows of no break, and indeed refuses 
to admit one. 

Dr. Carlyle has much to say about the 
spiritual and the temporal powers from 
900 to 1076 A.D., and, inter alia, we hear 
discussion after discussion of the methods 
of electing the Popes or electing the 
bishops. At this moment we have a cer- 
tain pained amount of interest in persuing 
the pages of Dr. Carlyle, for we can enter 
into the mind of the centuries he is 
describing as we also are living under a 
regime of violence. For a whole century 
we find that there was no freedom of elec- 
tion to the Papacy itself, that Pope after 
Pope wore the papal tiara simply as the 
cutcome of the violence on the part of the 
men who supported him. This is indeed 
evident in the pages of Dr. Carlyle. Pope 
Gelasius in the fifth century took up the 
position that “the two authorities (i.e., 
the Pope and the Holy Roman Emperor) 
are each divine, and are each supreme 
within their own spheres, that neither 
can claim authority over the other with 
respect to its specific functions.” Dr. 
Carlyle excels himself when he analyses 
the enormous advance which Gregory VII. 
made upon this position. The quarrel, the 
grave quarrel, between the two heads of 
the medieval Empire, Henry IV. and 
Gregory VII., is admirably analysed, and 
the narrative of Canossa is one of the best 
with which we are acquainted.

The burden of all the speeches and 
pamphlets of P. H. Pearse collected in 
this volume in Ireland a -iation, separate

Whether Pearse was a 
Republican is not clear, but, probably, he 
would have ranged himself on that-side as 
against any sort of association with the 
British Commonwealth. Pearse’s hatred 
of England and of the Empire was a con- 
suming passion, and it is in evidence on 
almost every page of these writings. He 
seems himself to have been conscious at 
times at least that hatred is a dangerous 
and self-destructive passion, for in his 

phiet on “The Sovereign People ' he 
efends hatred as complementary to love. 
Of Mitchel, the revolutionary, he writes 
that “his hate was not of lish men 
and women, but of the English thing 
which called itself a Government in Ire- 
land, of the English Empire, of English 
commercialism, supported by sm sg 
militarism, a thing wholly evil, perhaps 
the most evil thing that there has ever 
been in the world.” This line of defence 
of hatred, separating the sinner and his 
sin in theory, yet involving them in a 
common judgment and doom in practice has 
been responsible for we know not how 
many crimes of religious persecution and 
political revenge. Even if some sort of 
ethical defence of hatred can be set up all

This last sentence would seem to indicate 
that Pearse’s plea for an armed nation 
had reference only to the struggle with 
England for freedom. But it is just 
possible he had persuaded himself that 
even internal, social and political reforms 
on any big scale are never to be won 
except through blood. 

He, a schoolmaster, a teacher of youth, 
constantly glorified the use of arms. Writ- 
ing in December, 1915, he says, ' The last 
sixteen months have been the most 
glorious in the history of Europe. Heroism 
has come back to the earth. On whichever 
side the men who rule the peoples have 
marshalled them, whether with England to 
uphold the tyranny of the seas, or with 
Germany to break that tyranny, the people 
themselves have gone into battle because 
to each the 8ld voice that speaks out of 
the soil of a nation has spoken anew. 
Each fights for the fatherland. . . . The 
old heart of the earth needed to be warmed 
with the red wine of the battlefields. .. . 
When war comes to Ireland she must wel- 
come it as she would welcome the angel 
of God.” 

If Pearse had lived till now, if he had 
known post-war disillusionment, if he had 
realised the unredeemed waste of the war, 
if he had known its squalor and misery for 
the men in the trenches, if he could have 
read that terrible picture of war as it is, 
Passos’ American story, ‘ Three Soldiers,”’ 
if he had seen Germany herself demon- 
strating, “nie wieder krieg,”’ “no more 
war, he would have toned down his belli- 
cose writing. Pearse himself did not 
shrink from the ordeal of battle and the 
fiery test of his own doctrine and he 
endured the penalty of defeat with a firm 
mind. He was faithful to his own cre-i, 
and he has passed beyond all human 
challenge. But his doctrines remain and 
they ought to be challenred. ~ If those 
doctrines were to prevail in Ireland, 
and the country be filled with armed men, 
and the great issues which from time to 
time divide men bo “me? by the cun, we 
might despair of our country. But we 
are persuaded better things of Irishmen.

A CRICKETERS’ BOOK. 

This is one of the most interesting and 
admirably written books on cricket that 
have appeared of recent years. It has 
been compiled from a number of articles 
which were contributed by the author to 
the Manchester Guardian and the Nation. 
That Mr. Cardus is a literary man as well 
as a cricket expert can be gathered from 
the numerous quotations which he makes 
from standard authors. His own style ol 
writing is bright and crisp, with a peculiar 
vividness that makes the reader almost 
see the match in progress. 

_ The book is divided, like Gaul of old, 
into three parts.. The first«is headed “ At 
Random,” and consists of chapters on 
“ Bowling,” on “Taking a Game Too 
Seriously,”’ and a dozen or so of character 
sketches of famous modern players, Part 
II. deals with the Test matches of last 
year at Nottingham, Leeds, Lord’s, Man- 
chester, and the Oval; while Part ITI. 
consists of five chapters and studies in 
criticism of the Australians’ play. From 

is brief synopsis it will be seen that a 
treat awaits the lover of cricket who has 
not seen this article previously. Those 
who can recall their youthful: days and 
the zest with which they then read every- 
thing about cricket will be able to under- 
8 what an table present a book 
of this kind would be to the average school 

. By reading it he would learn every- 
thing that can be said on the subject of 
the modern game and regarding modern 
batsmen and bowlers, but educationally 
he should find the careful study of this 
book a decided help to the mastery of a 
lucid style in writing prose. 3 

That a vast number of people are in- 
terested in cricket is proved by the fact 
that, notwithstanding the demand for 
space in the daily papers, sub-editors ear- 
mark at least a column or two for the 
jam v of the principal matches. The poet 

ordsworth refers ot the fact “ that 
nothing can bring back the hour of glory 
in the grass, of beauty in the flower,’’ and 
ao as we advance in life the enthusiasm 
with which we read of cricket encounters 
remains as a memory; but its virginal 
freshness is gone.

OFFICIAL REPORT. 


The following statement has been officially 

issued by the Army Publicity Department :—

HOW IT WAS EFFECTED. 

The following account of the occupation of 
Dundalk by the irregulars has been issued by 
the Army Publicity Department :— 

“With the recapture of Dundalk by the 
troops, details are now available as to the 
occupation of the town by the irregulars. About 
four o'clock on the morning of August láth a 
sentry inside the main gate of the military 
barrack heard a suspicious noise, and had the 
guard called out. The Orderly Officer on duty 
went to investigate, and found a cable laid out- 
side the barrack. As he approached to cut it, 
a heavy fire was opened on him by a- machine 
gun, and he was obliged to take cover. Just 
as fire was opened on the Orderly Officer, mines 
were exploded simultaneously at the following 
places :—~Barrack gate, leading on to Point road; 
the barrack hospital, a block containing officers’ 
quarters, two mines in block containing head- 
quarters offices, Orderly Office (destroying guard 
room). A mine was a exploded between the 
ball alley and hospital. Two other mines—one 
underneath the Officers’ Mess and the main 
gate—fatled to explode. 

“At the time of these extensive mine ez- 
plosions: there were close on 200 Irish soldiers 
in the barrack. The officers were all knocked 
out of action by the explosion, one mentee? 
wounded, seven others less seriously wounded, 
and one buried in débris. The explosion at 
the gate on Point road wrecked the gate, and 
killed the sentry. The explosion in the billet be- 
tween the ball alley and hospital killed one man. 
The exposion in the Orderly Office stunned 
three of the guard in the guard-room. One 
soldier and one irregular were shot dead at 
the main gate. The force of the explosions 
knocked out the eentry at the transport sheds. 
Tow soldier recovered and was about to fire, 
when a machine gun was turned on him, and 
he was badly wounded. The remainder of the 
main guard waged a fight against the irregulars 
for over two hours, when they were obliged to 
yield. The irregulars who took part in the 
attack numbered, approximately, . and were 
reinforced later by 240 prisoners released from 
ar lt 6.30 a.m., when the military barrack 
was in the hands of the irregulars, Commandant 
McConnell, who had himself been blown 
through a window, requested Mr. F. Aiken, the 
irregular leader, to allow his men to rescue 
the dead and wounded, several of whom were 
buried or partially pinned under the débris. 
The hail te leader refused this permission 
unless the troops in the jail and Ann street 
garrisons were ordered to surrender. In order 
to get the wounded speedily attended to, Com- 
mandant McConnell was obliged to agree to this 
proposal, and six soldiers were then allowed by 
the irregulars to search for their wounded com- 
rades. Some of the irregular prisoners on 
leased from the jail manned a Lancia car an 
drove to the military barracks. Here they ex- 
ploded a mine outside the main gate and 
killed one of their leaders named McKenna. 

“The troops’ casualties were three killed, one 
mortally injured, and 15 wounded. The irre 
gulars had two killed and 30 wounded. —. 

“All the mines exploded within the military 
barrack had been placed in position by the 
irreguiars during their ging: sages a 
the building. sore! of the troops EA 
by the irregulars' mine explosions were 7 y 
treated during their captivity.

ing broke there was no sign anywhere of the 
irregulars. The strangers from the North had 
Yeft the town; the locals had given up the 
idea of resistance. There was nó one in the 
sandbagged Town Hall; there was not a shot 
_to disturb the silence. Ai the time of writin 
the troops are commencing a systematic searc 
of the town. They have already found a 
Crosley car, with rifles and ammunition, in a 
yard in the upper end. The militant section 
of the irregulars is believed to have retiréd to 
the hill between the town and Newry. They 
are also reported to have taken possession of the 
Greenore Hotel, and to be in strong force in 
the Cooley Peninsula. 

It was learned thie morning that a man 
named John Toal, a well-known irregular, had 
been shot, and it is reported that be is dead. 
A young man named McEvoy, living at 
Kileurry, a worker in the distillery, is dead. 
lé is reported that be was on his way home 
from work when the mine was exploded and 
that he was struck by a fragment. Mr. Con- 
nolly, a well-known and popular veterinary 
surgeon, was ebinding near his premises in 
Market square during the evering when he was 
struck, it is believed, by astray bullet and 
seriously wounded. He was operated on this 
morning at the Louth Infirmary, and his con- 
dition is very grave. A soldier named Duffy, of 
Ballyhay, who was wounded in the fight on 
Monday morning, died in the infirmary this 
morning. 

About 9 o'clock last night armel men entered 
the Post Office and proceeded to smash all the 
telegraph instruments. Direct communication 
from Dundalk is impossible, and this message 
is sent from an outlying telegraph office. It is 
reported that another irregular, who is supposed 
to be from Armagh, was shot at the same time 
ag Toal. A man was brought to Louth In- 
firmary to-day with a bullet through the lung, 
supposed to be the result of a revolver accident. 
[t is reported that three members ot an ambush 
party were shot last night on the Knockbridge 
road. Firing has been heard from the Walters- 
town direction, and troops fired on men who 
were found in Dundalk demesne. 

It is stated that troops landed during the 
night north of Dundalk, and that a combined 
drive through the mountains will be instituted 
as soon as Dundalk has been cleared up.

TROOPS WELCOMED BY THE

DROGHEDA, Thursday Night: 
Last night, owing to the lack of telegraphic 
communication north of Drogheda, I was 
obliged to return by a circuitouc reute from 
some miles beyond Dunlecr, whitrer I had 
gone with one of the columns converging on 
Dundalk. Heavy rain fell during the night, 
and the rapid advance of the national) forces 
wes hampered by a thick mist which fell like 
a veil over the country just at nightfall. 
Scouting parties were thrown out under cover 
of the hedgerows along the roads, and right 
across the fields of yellow corn and other crops, 
as well as luxuriant tures. In the apparent 
absence of accurate information as io the dis- 
position of the irregulars,; the commandant of 
the column nt Prey accompanied moved with 
considerable caution. ‘It was, therefore, hte in 
the night when the main column reached the 
outskirte of Dundalk, and it was deemed advis- 
able not to go any farther until daybreak. 
Having put the column into a state of defence 
against surprise, developments were awaited. 
Early this morning I followed up the line of 
advatice. I discovered that not only my par- 
ticular column, but that all the troops, had 
entered Dundalk without material opposition. 
The column whose fortunes I had been follow- 
ing had only advanced into the disputed terri- 
tory about half an hour before me, and as they 
went towards the centre of the town they had 
no occasion to ask for creature comforts. Gifts 
of cigarettes and other things which appeal to 
the heart of evety campaigner were showered 
upon them. The populace showed every dis- 
position to help the Army, and the troops were 
glad to reach their destination. 
The operations generally were under Com- 
mandant-General Hogan, and overnight the

After a Service in Westminster Abbey 
at noon the remains of Lord Northcliffe 
were interred yesterday at St, Mary-le- 
Bone Cemetery, Finchley... | 

When the doors were thrown open three- 
uarters of an hour before the time fixed for 
the Service, the Abbey was quickly filled. It 
was markedly a great assembly of journalists. 
Men of mark in the newspaper world were pre- 
sent oe score. 

At isbury square, earlier in the day, a 
number of journaliste had assembled, and 
walked to the Abbey, taking places with the 
general public, when the were opened, 
in the nave. 

The funeral procession started from Carlton 
Gardens, the late Viscount’s London residence, 
at about a quarter to 12, and shortly after mid- 
day struck the sweet notes of boys’ voices were 
heard at the Great Western door. 

Slowly they passed towards the Altar, led by 
the raised cross, and as they. came the men’s 
voices mingled in the Old Testament assurance— 
“ I know that my Redeemer liveth—in my flesh 
shall I see Got.” 

Yet again, as the full procession of clergy, 


the coffin, and the mourners passed through the 


nave did the choir chant, this time the words 
of St. Paul to Timothy—"“ We brought nothing 
into this world, and it is certain we can carry 
nothing out.” 

Under the lantern the bearers came .to rest, 
and the lighted tapers shone down on the beau- 
tiful cream eilken fall, emblazoned with the 
Viscount’s arms in gold and blue and red.

THE SERVICE, 


The Service was conducted very simply (with 
the public joining in the hymns) bv the ‘Sub-

During this interval nothing more noteworthy 
occurred than the passing in and out of a few 
motor tranaport vehicles and private cars carry- 
ing the impedimenta of the disbanded police- 
men. 

_ Many of the onlookers regarded the proceed- 
ings with a feeling of regret at the passing of 
what was admittedly the finest police foree in 
the world. - 

Mr.C and Major Torin, King's Shropshire 
Light Infantry, awaited the arrival of the Civic 
Guards. 

At half-past one o'clock the new force entered 
by the Lower Castle Yard gate, with Mr. M. 
Staines, Commissioner, and Chief Superin- 
tendent M‘Carthy at their head. It numbered 
380 men, enly about 60 or 70 being iv uniform 
the othets were in mufti, because of some 
mistake in the delivery of their uniforms. 

About 300 men travelled by special train from 
Newbridge to the Kingsbridge Station, where 
they were met by a contingent from the city. 
The united body marched along the quays, 
and reached the Castle, vid Westmoreland 
street, College Green, and Dame street. Shortly 
after they entered the Castle precincts the 
members of the force were conducted to the 
quartere which they are to. occupy in Ship 
street Barracks and in the Castle. Guards 
were posted in the different departments. 

The new police headquarters in the city are 
in Little Denmark street. Ship street Barracks 
will be used as a training centre for fecruits. 
The headquarters for the rest of Ireland are 
at the rragh. 

Among the spectators of yesterday's proceed- 
ings were Chief Superintendent Marphy and 
Superintendent Campbell, Dublin Metropolitan 
Police. The Dublin Metropolitan Police will 
wear a new badge.

CRUMPLING RESISTANCE, 

(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

LIMERICK, Thursday. 

With the fall of Mallow the war in its first 
stage may be considered to be over. ‘True that 
in Macroom a few irregulars still are to be 
found who may confound expectations by mak- 
ing some resistance. Such resistance. cannot 
be protracted, as with national forces at Cork, 
Mallow, Kanturk, Millstreet, Killarney, and 
Kenmare a combined operation is easy to 
arrange and execute.. Thus the last town of 
any importance will in all probability be im 
national hands before a couple of days have 
paseed. 

The final collapse of the irregulars has been 
startling, and from a purely tactical point of 
view unnecessary. A fortnight ago the 
irregulars had sufficient men and munitions at 
their command to prolong ‘the war for at least 
several months, yet during this period hardly 
a shot has been fired. The méral of the 
irreguiars has been definitely low for 
some time, but not low enough ‘in itself to 
account for everything, and we must look to a 
combination’ of causes to account for the de- 
tails. : 

We know that the irregular forces were com- 
posed of several elements. 'There were, first of 
all, the intransigeant idealists, fiery in views, 
but not very numerous. There were, second, 
the more or less criminal! rabble who prey upon 
diseased growths of the body politic, and who 
find fishing to be good in troubled waters. Third 
were the excitement-loving youths who are 


ready to join any body which will provide an |- 


outlet for their love of adventure; and, fourth, 
was a large body of harmless and not over- 
enterprising country lads who were drawn into 
the organisation like straws into a vortex, 
merely because they had not sufficient in- 
dividuality to keep out of it.. The fourth class 
would be the first to disappear. After numerous 
defeats they would see that continuance in the 
irregulars’ ranks would finally bring only death 
or imprisonment, and would slink away as de- 
serters, or take advantage of any express per- 
mission to return to their homes, and as this 
class was probably the most numerous it would 
compe! the leaders of the irregulars to shorten 
their lines and abandon many of their posts 
without contesting them. Defeat, too, would 
tend to break the spirit of the other three 
classes, but the now open hostility of the people 
would have even greater effect in inducing the 
idealists and youthful adventurers to abandon 
the cause they had espoused. 


THE FUTURE. 


An Irishman can stand almost anything but 
unpopularity, and this breaks him. The 
idealists will probably form a Constitytional 
Republican Party; while the adventurers are 
likely, in the fullness of time, to join the 
national Army, and satisfy their cravings in 
other fields. But there remains still a rump of 
impossibilists and men of an anti-nomian and 
predatory type. These wil] attempt to carry on. 
the war so long as any tract of country is un- 
occupied by national troops. They will split up 
into small bands of about forty to fifty men, 
well armed with the rifles and machine guns 
left by the defaulters, and, aided, no doubt, by 
motor transport, will cause a great deal of 
trouble. Even at the present moment there are 

rtions of the country where such brigand 
ands have sway. No papers have arrived in 
Limerick for several days owing to their 
activities, railway lines and telegraph wires arc 
continually cut, and sporadic shots are not un- 
common. The office of the Limerick ' War 
News “" was raided thie morning. The organisers 
of this warfare hope to be as successful] against 
the national troops as they were against the 
British; but they neglect one cardina] fact—no 
guerrilla war can ever be effective unless it is 
whole-heartedly supported by the people of the 
country. It is only a question of time before 
proper garrisons in the towns and proper mobile 
columns on the roads render the existence of 
the guerrilla impossible. As soon as the occupa- 
tion of the country is complete it will not take 
long to arrange a system which will make short 
work of the fugitive bands of irregulars which 
will still exist. . 

The last big act of vandalism—the destruction 
of the railway bridge at Mallow by Mr. Childers, 
aided by engineers from Krupps—is likely to 
cost the City of Cork something like a million 
pounds.

GERMAN MORATORIUM. 


A WISE COURSE. - 


“ THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


Hesitation is characteristic of 
policy at the present moment. No one wants 
to act precipitately. The Reparations Commis- 
sion, for instance, would. have been formally 
justified in taking a vote at its meeting yesier- 
day on the question of the German moratoriun. 
To have taken a direct vote might have meant 
& fresh revelation of the disagreement between 
the Allies that caused the breakdown of the 
London Conference. Clearly no good purpose 
would have been served by adopting a merely 
formal attitude, which would have been a 
dangerous confession of helplessness. 

The situation is bad enough, 
mechanical decisjon to close the door on hope, 
and, therefore, we consider that the Repara- 
tions Commission took the part of wisdom 
yesterday when }t agreed. to compromise and to 
draft fresh terms as a possible guarantee for 
the moratorium which the German Government 
requests. ‘The Aled Governments, by their 
failure either to produce a big plan or to agree 
on minor provisional measures, have put them- 
selves in a serious dilemma. The Reparations 
Cc mirhission cannot rescue them from this 
dilemma, but it may at least keep some 
small outlet open. The very fact that 
is is seeking for a compromise and 
that it is establishing arguments for postpone- 
ment is, at any rate, a hopeful sign. 

It means, for one thing, that France is not 
determined to act separately, and that she is 
still disposed, in spite of the disappointing re- 
sult of the London conversations, further to 
investigate, in conjunction with her Allies, the 
possibility of a rationa] solution of an extra- 
ordinarily difficult problem. Sivce force ap- 
pears to be at least as helpless as reason in 
extracting from Germany in her present condi- 
tion & jast satisfaction of ‘the claims of the 
Allies, it may be as well to test the remaining 
resources of reason, 

The idea of making further discussions in 
Europe dependent on the result of the funding 
negotiations in. Washington, and the issue of 
the American elections, is misleading and vain. 
To such a pass of timorous inaction have we 
been. reduced by the Balfour Note. Still it is 
something to have a slight breathing space. 
The Reparation Commission has done well not 
to shut and bolt the door,

GRAND DUKE CYRIL’S CLAIM. 


The Times Paris Correspondent telegraphed 
yesterday :—The Grand Duke Cyril, who is 
spending the summer with his family at St. 
Briac, on the Breton coast, has declared himself 
the gyardian of the vacant throne of the 
Tsars.. This is to be followed up immediately 
by a manifesto to the army and the people. 

“By this declaration,” he has teld the 
Figaro, ‘I feel I am obeying the aspirations 
of the Russian “people. If order is to be re- 
stored in our country a Yeconstructive action 
must be exercised of which I, in virtue of my 
lawful rights, am designed to be the chief. It 
is my intention to have these rights confirmed 
by the States Genera! should it prove to be a 
fact that the Emperor Nicholas IP. .and his 
beirs are dead. I do not contemplate military 
action. 1 am thinking of the moral forces 
which are represented in Russia and abroad by 
all those who do not belong to Bolshevism. 

“In a few days,” he added, “ the people and 
the army will receive a manifesto by which they 
will learn that I am animated by the most 
liberal spirit of clemency, and thaé our party, 
ignoring the political decisions of the past, only 
seeks the re-establishment of legality and 
order.” : 


MINISTERIAL CHANGES, 


According to the Parliamentary Correspon- 
dent of the Daily L'elegraph, some Ministerial 
changes are certain to take place before Parlia- 
ment reassembles in the autumn. There were 
hints during the latter part of July of a com- 
ing Cabinet reshuffle, but inquiry revealed that 
though there had been a perliminary discussion 
on the subject between the heads of the Go- 
vernment, the present distribution of posta was 
to be allowed to remain undisturbed for a time. 
Tt is now stated that Mr. Shortt will be leaving 
the Home Office about the end of September, 
and as it is confidently expected that, a vacancy 
will occur in the King’s Bench Division before 
the end of the long vacation, no surprise will 

occasioned if in due course it is announced 
that he has been made a judge.

REVENGE OF THE MIDDLE 
CLASSES. 

Commenting on the quarterly vital statistics, 
issued this week, the Morning Post remarks :-— 
Are the middle classes going to take a sure 
revenge on all their tyrants and traducers by 
disappearing altogether? That is the 
melancholy possibility to which certain figures 
furnished by the Registrar-General have drawn 
public attention. Those figures reveal a most 
serious disproportion between the birth-rates 
of the thrifty and non-thrifty classes. Somer- 
set House figures prove that the birth-rate 
among professional workers is less than half 
that of manual workers. Those conclusions, 
we are informed, will probably: be reinforced 
by an addition to the last census figures now 
being prepared, which will deal with the 
fertility of all classes and their. occupation. 
Here, then, is a sad state of affairs, which 
recalls those sombre signs which heralded the 
decline aud fall of the Roman Empire. The 
Registrar-General is warning us. he source 
of our wealth, the mainstay of our satirists, the 
relics of the Victorian age are beginning at 
last to go. Unless, of course, the present 
system of govemmment is changed, the middle 
classes are bougd to go. The Registrar- 
General ie only underlining an obvious truth. 


ALLIED AGREEMENT PROSPECT. 


The Daily Mail's Paris Correspondent states 
that new efforts are.being made there to settle 
the reparation deadlock in such a way as to 
make it uuneécessary for France to take in- 
dependent action against Germany.

KILLARNEY HOTEL: BURNED. 

Further information ds regards the Great, 
Southern and Western Railway is to the effect 
that the Kildare and Kilkenny section was 
interfered with on Wednesday night by the 
blowing up of a bridge between Bagenalstown 
and Milford station, causing an interruption to 
the services on that section. 

Again it is reported that the Limerick and 
Tuam section has been interfered with by the 
blowing up of two bridges on the section be- 
tween Gort and Ardrahan, The company are 
maintaining the service from Limerick to Gort 
and return, and owing to further line damaging 
on the section between Tuam an’ Athenry no 
train service is possible between Tuam and 
Gort. 

The company’s. repair. gang, while working 
between Tuam and Claremorris, was fired upon, 
and forced to give up the repairs. 

At Emly station the signal cabin was burned 
down on Wednesday evening, as well as catising 
some damage to the line. 

At Killarney the company 's niagnificent new 
hotel was set on fire and burned to the ground. 
The ald hotel was unharmed. The train service 
is still suspended in the Kerry district, as the 
line is broken between Farranfore and Tralee, 
and in several places on the branch between 
Farranfore and Valencia Harbour. Two 
bridges between Headfort Junction and 
Rathmore have been destroyed by fire. A 
bridge at Loo Bridge has been destroyed by 
fire. The section between Killarney and Bally- 
brack is also interrupted owing to the derail- 
ment of an engine at that place.

which recently distinguished itself in the land- 
I at Fenit, Tarbert, and Kenmare. There 
followed in our wake two other lighters, con- 
taining the rest.ot the convoy. a river 
shimmered in. the summer sun, and the hills 
of Clare were radiant. It was not léng when 
we sighted the graceful outline of the Luim- 
neach, dutifully standing to in mid-channel. 
Word had been conveyed early in the morning 
to Captain Hanrahan that he was again re- 
quired for war service, and again he answered 
readily to his country’s call. 

We quickly trenshipped to his vessel, and 
then the Garryowen steamed off to Kilrush 
to pick up a further. detachment of troops. Our 


deck cargo, as we remained at anchor awaiting 


her return, was transferred to the lighters. 
Part of it consisted of several boxes of American 
bacon, familiarly known as “ The Lad.”’ Truly 
the Luimneach was bringing coals to Newcastle. 
The transfer proved a slow process, and it had 
just been finished when the Garryowen. again 
came alongside. The Kilrush troops joined 
their comrades from Clare and Tipperary, along 
with a detachment of the Dublin Guards, which 
seg to the life and soul of the convoy. 

n the anchor is weighed, and we are off 
again, with a golden sunset emblazoning our 
row.

DOWN THE KERRY COAST. . 


Tuesday Morning, off Mizen Head.

We 
ezpect to reach Queenstown about six o'clock ; 
but we do not know if we are to sail up the 
Lee. Everybody is now anxious to get ashore, 
as it is already getting chilly, and we want to 
stretch our legs, for the Luimneach is not a 
pass r ship, and there is not:a square foot 
vacant on the decks. Having picked up the 
pilot, we head for Queenstown, and soon we 
see the Cove of Cork resplendent in the sun- 
light. As we steam slowly towards Deep Water 
quay our identity is disclosed, and from every 
window and handkerchiefs are frantically 
waved. e pick our steps m the fairway 
British destroyers, silent sleuth hounds 
watching opr passing with a quizzical air, The 
shore is h with spectators waving us a 
cordial welcome.

Dunmanway, Glengariff, Midleton, and Youghal, 
which had been very hard hit by their isola- 
tion for some days past, but all the cross- 
Channel wires are stil] unworkable, as well as 
the Dublin, Kerry, Limerick, Waterford, North 
of Ireland, and the Midland services. The 
damage which was done to the Cork Telephone

ARMS IN A COURTHOUSE. 
Wednesday Night. 

In a later despatch our Special Correspondent. 
writes :~The national troops have assumed tem- 
porary occupation of Cork Courthouse, which, 
for the past twelve months, has been the head- 
quarters of the leaders of the irregulars, and 
in the course of a minute search of the base- 
ment discovered a huge quantity of arms, 
ammunition, bombs in various. stages of .pro- 
duction, and soforth. Mr. J. Murphy has been 
appointed organiser of the new Civic Police for 
the city, and has been very busily engaged ex- 
amining applicants. The irregulare who were 
gathered in small bands in the rural districts 
of Cork have within the past few days become 
very active, and resumed their wanton war 
on all rail and road arteries into the city, but 
“ safety first” being their motto; they have 
not dared to come nearer than four miles of the 
city. They succeeded yesterday in cutting al! 
communications to the city on the western and 
northern sides. 

They first rendered all the bridges im 
in the area cnclosed between rk, Blarney, 
Inniscarra, Ballincollig, and back to Cork 
by exploding bombs, The principal etructures 
which they partially destroyed were the bridge 
crossing the Lee between Carrigrohane and Lee- 
mount and another bridge spanning a tributary ; 
the bridges. at Waterloo, Blarney, and 
Grenagh, Inniscarra, Faggot Hill, and several 
smaller bridges. In addition, trees were felled 
across roads at many points. The blowing up 
of the bridge. at Carrigrohane involved the 
piercing of the Cork and Muskerry line, which 
serves a pfosperous district lying between 
Coachford and .Donoughmore. The company 
announce the indefinite suspension of their ser- 
vices. The Cork, Bandon; and South Coast 
Company, which ceased to run trains on the 
Sth inst. owing to the viaduet which carries 
their line over a gorge one hundred feet deep 
at a point three miles from Cork city being 
damaged by explosives, was again attacked 
yesterday, further damage being done to the 
structure, and a bridge over the road to Fermoy 
was, also destroyed. The method of rendering 
the roads impassable was chiefly that of felling 
heavy trees across them, and warning the in- 
habitants that they were not to be removed. 

The problem of unemployment is becoming

£5,000,000, which wag launched by Mr. F. J.

NEWRY AND THE STORMONT 
CASTLE SITE. 

At the monthly meeting of the Council of 
the Newry Chamber of mmerce, Mr. Fred 
D. Russell (President) in the chair, a letter was 
read frou the Council of the Belfast Chamber 
of Commerce requesting co-operation in opposi- 
tion to the proposal to establish permanently 
the administrative offices of the Government of 
Northern Ireland at Stormont Castle, outside 
Belfast. The views of the Council of the Bel- 
fast Chamber of Commerce have been trans 
mitted in the form of a resolution to the Prime 
Minister who has been asked to receive a depu- 
tation on the subject, and it was requested 
that the Newry Chamber of Commerce should 
be represented on the deputation. 

In the resolution sent to the Prime Minister, 
the Council of the Belfast Chamber stated that 
it was with surprise and regret that they had 
learned that it was the present intention of the 
Government of Northern Ireland to permanently 
locate their administrative offices at Stormont 
Castle, and on behalf of the industrial and 
commercial community of the city and district 
they earnestly protested against this arrange- 
ment, involving, as it did, unnecessary and un- 
warrafftable public inconvenience. It was of 
the utmost importance that these offices should 
be easily accessible for inquiry and conference, 
and that the transaction of departmental! busi- 
ness should be facilitated and expedited as far 
as possible. The location of the offices beyond 
the city boundary and railway and tramway 
connections would perpetually subject the public 
of the six counties to inconvenience and expense, 
for which there was no justification, and render 
more difficult the transaction of business with- 
out corresponding. advantage. They submitted 
that it was quite feasible to secure permanent 
accommodation for the several departments 
within the central district of Belfast, where 
they were now satisfactorily functioning, and 
that the funds provided for the purpose by the 
Imperial Treasury were adequate to ensure 
such central location. They, therefore, sfrongly 
urged upon the Government the immediate 
abandonment of the Stormont Castle scheme, 
so far as it concerned the administrative offices, 
as one eminently calculated to impede the pro- 
gress of its administrative machinery and create 
eee throughout the whole of Northern
